In general I should say make the bath short and 


sweet. If it Is a cold bath, the shorter tho sweeter. 
1C it is a tepid bath, ono may chance- a stay as Ions 
as five or six minutes. It it is a hot bath—but that 
carries us over into tho realm of pathologry. 


A bath taken merely for tho sako of bathlnjr, or 


just as a habit which one can boast about, should 
bo cold. Just what temperature tho water should 
be .is an individual question. Around CO degrees 
Fahrenheit feels cold enough to most of us. but 
some folks find a considerably lower temperature 
agreeable.

Coolidge's insistence 
on "economy" 


in both public and private expendi- 
tures is his appreciation of the ex- 
tent to which tho nation's Income is 
mortgaged for taxes. 
s Despite a 25 per cent reduction in 
federal assessments last year, taxes— 
federal, state, county and municipal— 
total 15 per cent of hto. total national 
wealth. 


The fact Is that public debts, state 


and national, havo reached such enor- 
mous proportions that Interest and 
sinking fund charges alone constitute 
a burden of> approximately $100 per 
family per year, on the average, for 
every household in America. When 
there Jsaddcd to this the additional 
taxes necessary to meet the current 
costs of government, local, state and 
federal, the tax load becomes so stag- 
gering that it cannot longer be evad- 
ed as a real danger to our national 
well-being. 


If the total 
public debt, for in- 


stance, was prorated equally among 
the heads of families 
in America, 


each family would be called upon to 
meet an interest bearing debt of $1.- 
500. 
This is about six times tho per 


family share of '10 years ago. As in- 
terest over the period of payment will 
about equal the amount of principal 
to be paid, the 
average liability of 


each family because of present pub- 
lic debts is $3,000. 


And while this is being paid, taxes 


for current governmental costs con- 
tinue to pile up. 
, C. M. Keys, president of the Curtiss 
Aeroplane Co., is not optimistic over 
the outlook for early development of 
commercial aviation 
in the . United 


States. 


Keys had been one of those who 


believed aerial express and passenger 
service commercially feasible. 
Some 


months ago, however, ee had a care- 
ful survey made of just what might 
be expected In the way of patronage 
and revenue from an air passenger- 
express business and what the cost 
would be.

intervals," he sa^-s. "That is some- 
thing that must be done by p munici- 
palities, in the same way that roads 
and highways have been developed by 
municipalities for vehicle traffic. 


"Then there, are certain things the 


national government 
should supply, 


just as the government supplies light- 
houhes and 
channels 
for ships, in 


the interest of commerce. 


"At present, tho cost of transporta- 


tion by air is from 10 to 25 times the 


coat of present established means of 
tarrying tho sarno articles. The pres- 
ent service Is sufficiently satisfactory 
to make it difficult to Induce people to 
change. Such change, when It comes, 
will be by slow degrees—by evolution. 
In my judgment,, air transportation 
at the present time is a government 
function or none at all."
